shuffle of responeibility ami thet Northerners are urged to take over cose 
of the positions held by Southern officials at & time when the latier are 
leaving the North as fast as pessibie. 


2, Northerners are also resontful of the enphesis placed om the reconstruction cf 
South Ghina and of the lack of Central Gevernnent assistance tc the North in 
the way of food, money, or military support. Another cause for grlowancse Ja 
the fact that no one from North China was represented oa the Clias Trade 
Mission to Japan. 


3, Much of the populace and most businessmen fecl that ecnditions were far better 
for them unter the Japaness, ani they do not hesitate to say so openly- There 
are many capable Northernera now with the Comaunists who migit not have joined | 
the latter had they not been driven to it by the Central Goverment. 


4. A delegation to Nanking of North China representatives (busingscmen and govern=- 
ment officials from Pelpinc and TMonbesin) have asked the Central Governazcnl oo 
alle North China to carry on trade with foreign countries directly am! cot 
through (the regulations imposed by) the Central Government.
